exhausted brain. His Lordship's mettle cannot, indeed, 
be disputed, but the manner in which he is now 
contented to deal about his rusty iron-y, shows how

I had 
next the common candour to inform my friend, 
upon grounds which no one could know so well | 
as myself, that my distinguished literary coun- 
tryman, of whom I will always speak with the 
respect his talents deserves, was not responsible 
for the slight works which the public had too. 
generously, as well as too rashly ascribed to him. | 
Surprised by the impulse of the moment, 1 might 
even have gone further, and clenched the nega- 
tive by positive evidence, owning to my enter- | 
tainer that no one else could possibly have writ- 
ten these works, since I myself was the author, 
when I was saved from so rash a commitment, 
by the calm reply of the Marquis, that he was 
glad to hear these sort of trifles were not written | 
by a person of condition. ‘ We read them,’ said 
he, * as we listen to the pleasantries of a come- 
diau, or our ancestors to those of a professed 
family jester, with a good deal of amusement, 
which, we should be sorry to derive from tho 
mouth of one who kas better claims to our society.

this having been occasioned by rain or by acci- 
dent. This led me to examine the spot, and 
and on slightly touching it, the plaster gave way, 
and I discovered a part of the wall behind was 
hollow.—From this I conclude that there was a 
nest of ants lodged in it; and on looking narrow- 
ly, I heard a sound produced by a rapid succes- 
sion of strokes, a mimic alarm-beat, and imme- 
diately a great number of white ants came to a : 
place, with their mouths filled with wet mud, 
with which they repaired the breach in a few . 
minutes. Their whole proceedings were so cu- | 
rious and interesting, that 1 frequently amused | 
myself by pulling down what they repaired, and 
observed that there was always an alarm beat 
before they came to build it up. 

“* T have been highly amused with the con- 
duct of the Biack Ants, animals much more 
daring, though less destructive, than the white 
ones. I have often observed that when one or 
two of them found a large dead insect, or any 
such substance, too large to carry off, that they 
would go away, and soon return with a number 
of their species sufficient for the purpose. A 
gentleman several times sprinkled one or two 
black ants, engaged in examining a dead insect, 
with hair powder. They retreated aud soon 
alter he saw his powdered acquaintances, at the 
head of a large column of ants, marching to se- 
cure the prize, which had been discovered in 
their scouts. IL have also observed the black 
ants removing from one place to another, in a 
large body, marching ia a regular column, ex- 
cept a few who seemed to act as overseers, 
These last marched on each side of the large 
body, and occasionally turned back when any 
thing deranged the line of march; and they 
never failed to hasten the advance of the loit- 
erers.”

Forks.—“ Forks (says the N. A Review) were utter- 
ly unknown to the Romans ; nor were they used in bu 
rope till Heory 1V.ot France, somewhere in the »ix- 
teenth century, discovered that they were—tor certain 
purposes—quite as convenient as fingers.
